George Gunton, owner of Gunton’s Mag- 
azine, one of the best known nothern 
publications devoted to sociological and. 
economic problems, is in the city for a 
few days at the Kimball house. Mr. Gun- 
ton is accompani2d by his private secre- 
tary, H. Hayes Hobbins. This is Mr. 
Gffnton’s first visit to the south and was 
made with the view of studying certain 
industrial problems of the southern 
states. This information he will incorpor- 
ate in an article to appear in the next 


issue of his megazine. 

For a long time Mr. Gunton has felt) 
the keenest interest in the industrial 
progress of the south and has written | 
many articles on the problems of the rap- 
idiy increasing factory system. These 
articles, based as they were on hearsay

ATLANTA, GA., December 25, 
The Bonded Warehouse. 

The provision made for the 
lishment of bonded warehouses in 
Georgia is founded upon good bust- 
ness principles, and should enable that 
scheme to develop itself into what its 
friends claim for it. 

The agitation for the establishment 
of bonded cannot have 
been forgotten by our readers. The 
southern states, with a staple crop 
worth over $300,000,000 finds it sacri- 
ficed upon a market of six weeks. The 
traveler through the west can observe 
at nearly every station numbers of im- 
mense corn cribs, where the great 
staple of that country may be stored 
until such time as its owners are will- 
ing to sell. In strange contradiction, 
when the traveler reaches the south 
he finds the most expensive and valu- 
able crop open to wind and weather, 
without covering, without warehouse, 
and only one recourse left to the 
people—that of ginning, and turning 
over to such speculators as are ready 
and willing to take .it. To bring 
about an amendment in the cotton 
market it has been argued successful- 
ly that one of the most potent factors 
would be the erection of buildings in 
which this crop could be kept at home 
until its owners were ready to sell. 
This would break! up the rush upon 
the market.

attitude where the speculators would 
have to consult them inst@éad of com- 
manding the market as in years past. 

In the establishment of bonded 
warehouses it is 
off with a perfect plan. All that 
can be done is, knowing that the use 
for a warehouse exists, to frame such 
a law as will enable business men to 
go through the experimental stages 
of establishing them. Out of this 
effort there will develop some system 
by which our cotton can be kept at 
home, and by which our merchants. 
bankers and moneyed men will be en- 
abled to advance money on cotton as 
collateral. No one expects men with 
money to part with it on less than 
commercial security. Every one knows 
that baled cotton stands next in val- 
ue as commercial collateral to the 
precious metals themselves. Having 
these elements among us, there can 
exist no reason why our business men 
should not be able to devise plans by 
which our own business interests will 
be protected and promoted. As The 
Constitution has heretofore contend- 
‘ed, there can exist no difference of 
opinion between business interests

The first act in the drama of the colo- 
nization of Georgia was consummated 
when Oglethorpe planned his settlement 
on the right bank of the Savannah river 
at Yamacraw Bluff in 1733. The second

That Augusta as a trading post speed- 
ily assumed an importance hardly 
transcended by that of any other settle- 
ment within the confines of the province 
cannot be questioned. Until the erection 
and during the life of the royal govern- 
ment in Georgia, it continued to be the 
principal depot of suppHes for, and the 
chief point of traffic with the Creeks 
and the Cherokees. Thither multitudes 
of Indians resorted at certain seasons of 
the vear and boats were continually 
cending and descending ‘the Savannan 
river. There did the traders congregate; 
there were they examined and licensed; 
thence did they set forth upon their long 
journeys Into the interior, and thither 
did ‘they return with their accumulated 
peltry. There were the royal presents, 
for the most part, distributed. There, 
too, were weighty conferences not infre- 
quently held, which accommodated dif- 
ferences, brought about cesgons of land, 
and sowed tthe seeds of good will and 
friendship between the red men and 
colonists. The situation of the town was 
advantageous, and its business relations 
were far-reaching. As Savannah was the

In the establishment and 
of Augusta, Kennedy O'Brien, a 
chant of the place, and Roger de Lacey, 
a noted Indian triber, were chiefly instru- 
mental. The energy and enterprise which 
they displayed in this connection were 
conspicuous. To O'Brien was the town 
largely indebted for the funds requisite 
for launching it upon Its destiny, and by 
him was the first commodlous storehouse 
there erected. 

In pursuance of an act approved the 
15th of March, 1758, the district of Aw 
gusta was defined and designated as the 
parish of St. Paul. It wag likewise pro- 
vided that its church, before referred to, 
“with the cemetery or burial place there- 
to belonging,’’ should be called the parish 
church and burial place of St. Paul. 

With the introduction of slave labor 
into the province, a new element of 
wealth and stability was infused. Agri- 
culture, which before had flourished only 
in limited districts, began to receive more 
general attention, and ft was conceded 
on all sides “hat the colony “had a better 
appearance of thriving’’ than at any 
previous period of its history. As the 
well watered and attractive lands lylag 
between the parish of St. Paul and the 
dominions of the upper Creeks ena the 
Cherokees Were peopled by energetic far- 
mers, to whose industry the enlargement 
in the land tenures proved an additional 
stimulus, the value of rea] property was 
enhanced, and Augusta’s population and 
resources were multiplied. The integrity 
of this advance in the material growth 
of the settlement was demonstrated in 
later years, when tobacco and cotton, 
produced in a widely extended and fertile 
region, here sought and found a conve- 
nient and remumerative market. As In- 
dian trade diminished, and as it gradual'§ 
lost its vantage ground in the estimation 
of the colonists, the commerce of 
the town in staple commodities § in- 
creased, until the little village vy the 
Savannah was converted into one of the 
busiest marts within the Iimits of Geor-

Al- 
though at the inception of the difficul- 
ties with the mother country, the inhab- 
itants of Augusta were not entirely in 
Ss} mpathy with the revolutionary meas- 
ures inavgurated by the ‘Liberty Boys” 
in Savannah, the progress of events at 
Lexington and Concord convinced them 
of the hostile intentlons of the crown, 
and revealed to them the course of ac- 
tion preper to be pursued. Obedient to 
the dictates of duty and responding to 
the summons of thetr countrymen, the 
citizens of Augusta bore themselves man- 
fully and patriotically throughout the 
colonial struggle for independence, vigor- 
ously resisting, by protestation and force 
of arms, such enactments of parliament 
as were derogatory to the rights of the 
“original thirteen.”’

Among tthe occurrences signalizing 1783 
was the passage of the act providing for 
the foundation of the Academy of Rich- 
mond county, one of the oldest chartered 
institutions of like character in the 
United States. For nearly one hundred 
and fifteen years, have its operations been 
continued and its important individuality 
has been impressed upon the educational 
history of the commonwealth. Advert- 
ing to matters educational, it is proper 
to mention that the medical department 
of the state university has its headquar- 
ters at Augusta. Erected in 1829, the sub- 
sequent career of the college has been 
one of prosperity and usefulness, and 
among the special attractions of the 
town it deservedly occupies a prominent 
place. 

Late in January, 1798, ithe general as- 
sembly of Georgia passed an act in- 
corporating Augusta as a city, and in- 
vesting it with all the privileges which 
appertain to a municipal corporation. 

For twenty years subsequent ‘to its in- 
corporation, Augusta was governed by 
intendants. The first incumbent as such 
was Thomas Cumming, while the last 
was Freeman Walker. who was also the 
primal mayor of the town. He was suc- 
ceeded by Ntcholas Ware, who, ]ikKe him- 
subsequently became United States 
from Georgia. The event im- 
parting special interest to Hon. W. W. 
Holt's administration was General La- 
fayette’s visit to Augusta. This was in 
1826, and a years later when 
the eminent physician, Dr. Lewis D. 
Ford, was in control, the Mexican, war 
Wus precipitated. <A regiment, as we 
have seen, was raised in Georgia for 
vice in that campaign, and among the 
companies composing it were the Rich- 
mond Blues. One hundred and _= four 
strong, they marched away to the land 
of the Aztees, and they fully sustained 
the reputation for gallantry which they 
had achieved in the Seminole war. About 
the same time ‘tthe auspicious completion 
of the Augusta ecanal—tne noblest mon- 
ument of internal improvement in the 
city—was proudly heralded. One of the 
events marking Abner P. Robertson’s 
term was the completion and opening, 
in 18h, of 'the Augusta and Savannah rall- 
road. now familiarly known as the Cen- 
Alluding to the subject of railroads, 
it is interesting to remember that the 
first to enter the town was one con- 
necting Charleston with Augusta. This 
was a branch of the South Carolina rail-

Augusta’s {mportance as a 
cleus has steadily increased, and 
some ten railroads rendezvous within its 
venerable confines. 

During the war between the states, the 
destinies of the town were presided over 
by Robert H. May, who, in 1879, was 
again called upon to exercise the func- 
tions of mayor. His latter service ex- 
tended over a period of twelve years; 
and since his withdrawal four successors 
have adorned the office. Recurring to 
the aéministration of Hon. Charles Estes, 
(1872-1875), we would say that it ts chief- 
lv interesting for the reason that the 
potentialities of the Augusta canal were, 
through enlargement, then greatly in- 
creased. Along the line of that canal 
numerous cotton mills are located the 
most noteworthy of which are perhaps 
the Sibley. the King, ‘the Augusta and 
the Enterprise. Aside from these milis, 
the activity of the city has been mani- 
fested in various branches of industry. 
Possessing large machine shops, exten- 
sive fertilizing works, a brewery, barrel, 
car, wagon, glass and ice factories, ex- 
cellent flour and sawmills and fine brick 
making facilities, well worthy its Augusta 
of the epithet, so often applied to her, 
of the “Lowell of the South.” It should 
be mentioned, in closing, that she en- 
joys the distinction of being the second 
largest interior cotton market in the 
world: several hundred thousand bales 
being represented in her annual cotton 
receipts.

This perfection fias fits only explana- 
tlon in the incarnation. The human 
spirit can only reach perfection through 
the power of God operating in it. Such 
a union of the human and divine is the 
cardinal principle of Christianity as a 
religion. Christ is not an isolated being, 
but stands at the head of a new order of 
humanity, fashioned not only after Him, 
but produced by the resourees of His 
marvelous nature. Through Him 1s 
brought into the world, not only new 
ideals of life. but new powers. This new 
order of humanity has its roots in God, 
and thus endowed, rises to the loftiest 
ideals, 

Christ revealed the capacity of the hu- 
man spirit for eterna! exaltation. There 
had always been a half suspicion among 
men that somehow this life is not all that 
is possible to a spirit so full of noble im- 
pulses and lofty affections, but the truth 
of it could not be veritied. The immor- 
tality of the human spirit and the full 
significance of it are not truths within 
the scope of speculative philosophy. There 
is no process of pure ceasoning that can 
establish the one or measure the other. 
These are truths that rest upon revela- 
tion, not upon abstract propositions and 
verbal: delineations. They must have his- 
torleal verification. The translations of 
Enoch and Elijah only heightened curtl- 
osity and eaised suspicion, they did 
reach the point of satisfactory revelation. 
But Christ put them beyond the point of 
possible cavil. The sincerity of His human 
nature was attested by every possible 
proof. There was nothing exceptional, 
making Him more or less than the repre- 
sentation of our common capacities. Down 
to the point of death In its most horrible 
forms He followed our experiences. When 
placed in Joseph's tomb, He had reached 
the imits of human knowledge. The un-
